2. Referring to claims 1 and 12, the prior art fail to suggest limitations that "where 
the signal to disable the engine operation is sent by the activation unit if a time period 
between the release of the vehicle operation device by the activation unit and a 
detection of a start of the engine operation exceeds a predetermined time period. 

3. Referring to claims 17 and 19, the prior art fail to suggest limitations that, "after a 
predetermined time from the reception of the preset first ID code, the final 
communication further causes the activation unit to send the signal to the engine 
operation restraining unit to disable the engine operation in combination with the other 
limitations of the claims
